It is not only reports that Oswald had served i t that impelled tho CIA to play 
gaiaos with the Warren Corr-dasion, sufifldent as thin would have boon. Any real 
investigation uoulu havni led to oxpoouros of the most serious misdeed by the Agency. 
These could havo but did not surface until after The Watergate , after special 
coradttcea of both House of Congress hold investigation that wore seriously deterred 
by the Agency's withholding of information and its support by former Cominissioner, 
then Pro aidant Fora. 

Ultimately 1 obtained /uiadreda of page., of CIA data given to the Comio-ion. Hot 
one was fully inforaativo, fully honest wliere honest at all. I had most of these before 
Ford, recalling his Warren Commission experience and knowing the potential of any 
uninhibited investigation of the Cl*, appointed his own personal whitewasliing 
Coiiuaission on the CIA. »••••• 

If it had been possible to stimulate any major media Interest in but t*o of tho 
suppo ed ” studies" tho CIA made for the Wan-on Cociuis ion much that shocked the nation 
in those investigation of the summer of 1775 and later would have been exposed earlier, 
be i'oro more destruction of records. 

One of t ono wo3 a short study on aliogpd Soviet behavioi>-changing techniques, 
the oth*r of Russian assassinations. Both wore intended to further tho presumption 
never investigated and not ov«n possible, that Oswald was a Russian assassin. Both 
wore tnzxm in response to another presumption, that Oswald was a real-life Manchurian 
Candidate. 

Any inquiry into the excessively— cautious language of the first study would have 
led to disclosures of the CIA's own toying with the minds of Americans, Hazi-llko 
experiments in which people's lives were ruinod and an unknown and unknowable number 
killed. One was a neighbor of mine, ono of the government's top scientists in bacter- 
iological warfare, he was driver, to suicide, leaving a uifo with three small children 
to raise and educate. This tragedy of a decado prior to the Warren Cocjaisuion Bcxdxx 
*id others like t,i did not deter the Oia, hich continued its exporim-mts ou aa.i ruin 
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of tho lives 6f iat.ooont f xm«rlg3cigxfeH onkno\da: Americans for more than a decade 
aftaz tho Warren Coueda^on hod a fine opport nity to exposo ana end those bestialities. 

There is no czlm.. not covered arid protected by the invocation of "national 
security f " aa there is no paper too innocent for the Cln to 3 tamp it "tfocret." 

Even whoa caught tho CIA pretended ito experiments wit.' the living its destroying 
the minds of Americana, v&x in the national defense* This inhuman business was actually 
doccrioea to the Jonatc cci^ittco by tho CIA aa im. pored and ioade necessary by the 
fonr that ilus. ians would use drugs and psychological techniques onAtnerican diplomats* 
(Pick up citation fro& uolon file) Tho actuality is that in an unguarded moment of the 
era whan anything and overyt ixing it did could and did remain secret tho CIA lot it 
slip that the Russians did not and could not do this* 

And rather than this inhi train experimentation with the minds of the living 
being defensive, as tiio CIA iatar lied, its own memo to the Warren Consaiscion 
disclosed tho opposite as of that tine in 19^4* (fipicaliy, the CIA found it necessary 
to keep even the date on which the memo wan written & cret.) 

What the memo actually says is tliat we were ami hau boon fivo years ahead of t)ve 
Russians anu that the Icusaian could not do with th** combination of drugs and 
psychological izRMnqut techniques wiiat the CIa calicca wad the need for its 
exp .riaonts on huuuna; markka parts behavioral memo) 

Oswald, of course# was the purcouiaod assassin ana the presumed Russian .-.gent* The 
CIA knew better un both. Thanks to tlis fysentinc warfare between the x&l CIa ana the 
Phi, the Commission did too. x t merely suppressed end lied about it. With tho 
expectation of secrecy, it dared. (Qno of tbo suppressors on the *taf f was lat r to 
become Ford’s house black. William T. Colcsp<?n f who suspected r.ore ana know better, 
becaite lord's Secretary of Irsnsportrttion.dolcmai brsar. willing to auopoct the CIA

Consistent with thiL; no^d to »:akc trie Rub iaun into a^aasins there was a r.uch 
longer CIA memo on, naturally, the Russians as assassins. 
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There were 23 titillating pagea of farout talea of Russian assassinations, 
llaitod, as no Commission mono notes, to the alleged disposition of sea those Biaixisr. 
Haasians said by the CIA to have been regarded as enemies of the Russian state. 

These wore not even amateur compared withix the CIA’s own practise. 

Practise in actual assassination and in tho developing of arcane devices for murder. 
There was codt an organized program for tho rtixfrorttmaxag assassination of Viet- 
namese suspected of not supporting time Washington’s puppet, any one at any time. The 
man in charge was rewarded by being mado head of the CIA. lie is the William Colby 
who displayed to the Senate’s committee on Spetember 17,1975, some of those 
devices for assassination the CIa had been inventing all the time it hod been 
protending, as it Aid to the Warron Commission, that the Russian and others, not 
practised aaaassination* 

Prom developing invisible poisons to the Invention of olectrio-powered pistols 
lor shooting them with tiny darts, the CIA was In tho assassination business xte 
on a wholesale scale. In this Senate testimony, the fimt of those investigations 
telecast, several years after Nixon hod ordered the destruction fcU of all ouch 
biological agents for nurdar, it camo out that the CIA still had hidden awafc enough 
Ax toxin made from shellfish alone to kill more than 10,000 people. The quantity was

These and other factors addressed eeparately raise a number of questions all 
avoid -^-d by the Warren Ccnaisnioa. Primarily about tho possibility of the CIa as 
assassin. It was no las- adept than those to whom it attributed the disposition and 
the capability. It did practise as^aaoinationa. did oner them. ft did consider 
even more of them. And there was always the possibility that tho o it trained and 
equipped could have gone off as self-starters. 

Those are not conjectures. They arc the realities that wore testified to in the 
1975 oificial uongreacioaal investigations that in turn wore triggered by ''leaks" 
frou tho disenchanted, those who coma to detest what they did for the CIA. The CIA

Even more when the unintended Uiacloauro cx the olA'n own mono that it was 
five yvtxjca ahead of the Russians did it have tins obligation. 

Instead it supprreaaed the wliole thing. 

To mico it easier it also suppressed the fact that even the Russian believed 
Oswald was a ClA ag*ait. beapite all the nasty imputations and -negations of the 
Roport the Commission knew better* roi'unsd to investigate and kepts itn knowledge 
secret. 3o secret that wliere sono of tire information auppli-a it by tha FBI v-aa not 
classified the Commission classified it "Top Secret." This will interest us separately, 
in tiio au?;jre 3 sed story of Xuri Kosenko.
